Proposed Law Would Widen Bias In Dixie 

Atty.-Gen. William P. Rogers has proposed new 
Congressional legislation which would result in Dixie 
police being able to break up mixed baseball games 
and even checker games on military bases. 

The legislation, introduced by Sen. John McClellan 
(D., Ark.) authorizes the Federal government to sur- 
render jurisdiction on all property within the various 
states. The result will be that all state and local laws 
would be in effect on U. S. property. 

In many states in the Deep South, laws ban inter- 
racial activity of any kind. The bill was passed by 
the Senate last year but was recalled—after protest 
from Negro groups—and pigeon-holed until adjourn- 
ment. Meanwhile, in a move for the State of Arkan- 
sas to acquire the Army-Navy General Hospital in 
Hot Springs, McClellan introduced legislation for 
state officials to operate it as a national rehabilita- 
tion center. If turned over to Arkansas, the hospital, 
the finest rehabilitation hospital in the U. S., would 
be required to practice segregation.

Dallas D. A. Considers Hiring Negro Aide 

George Washington Jr., a 29-year-old Dallas Negro 
lawyer, has been considered for the post of prosecutor- 
investigator by District Atty. Henry Wade. Expected to 
take his new post in June, Washington would become 
the first Negro aide hired by the district attorney. Wade 
explained that if hired, Washington would work exclu- 
sively on cases involving Negroes.

Youth Marchers Win Ike Promise To Fight Bias End 

Four students representing 30,000 anti-segregation youth 
marchers received from President Eisenhower his word 
that he will never be satisfied until the last vestige of 
racial discrimination has disappeared in the United States. 
This position was emphasized in a special statement is- 
sued after the students called at the White House to pre- 
sent the vacationing Chief Executive a petition seeking 
faster action on integration. During a rally later at the 
foot of the Washington Monument, the interracial group 
heard speeches by the Rev. Martin Luther King Jr., 
NAACP Exec. Sec. Roy Wilkins and Tom Mboya, Kenya 
labor leader. 


N. C. Medic Drops Out Of City Council Race 

In Raleigh, N. C., the only Negro candidate for the City 
Council, Dr. Nelson H. Harris, withdrew from the race 
and eliminated the necessity of a primary election, which 
is required when 15 or more candidates run. Dr. Harris 
said he wanted to save taxpayers the $3,000 it would have 
cost to conduct a primary prior to the May 5 election. 
He added doubts that there was enough interest among 
Negroes to elect a Council member. 











GOP Senator Pledges To Clip Howard’s Power In Miss. } 

In Jackson, Miss., a promise to oust Negro Atty. Perry 
Howard as the official Republican committeeman from 
Mississippi came from Sen. Barry Goldwater (R., Ariz.) 
who spoke at a breakfast for 160 Republicans. and Demo- 
crats. “It is not a case of black and white,” Goldwater 
claimed, “it is a case of having a man (Howard) outside 
the state who claims to represent Mississippi pe. & 
cans.” Howard, a Washington, D. C., attorney who goes 
to Mississippi four times a year to hold a convention of 
his “Black and Tan Republicans,” replied: “Nothing he’s 
said will interrupt my orderly procedure.” 


Oklahoma City Integrates Fire Department 

The Oklahoma City (Okla.) Fire Dept. erased its color , 
bar by reassigning its 13 Negro firemen to integrated duty. 
Since 1951, Negro firemen were posted exclusively at two 
segregated stations in the city. Fire Chief Haskel Graves 
said the policy of assigning Negroes to previously “unin- 
tegrated” stations will be continued as new men are hired. 
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SENATE MAY PROBE ‘INTIMIDATION 

The U. S. Senate may be asked to probe charges of | 
South Carolina NAACP leader Billie C. Fleming that re- 
prisals were taken against him and his family for testi- 
fying at a civil rights hearing in Washington.

Subtle discrimination and segregation existing in Chi- 
cago are ultimately more dangerous than overt acts in the 
South, the Rev. Carl A. Fuqua, executive secretary of the 
NAACP, told the Illinois advisory committee to the Civil 
Rights Commission in Chicago. He said it is easier to de- 
tect and arrest the spread of an open sore than a cancer- 
ous condition that lurks inside. 


Say Prejudiced Whites, Negroes Must Shift Customs 
White persons harboring prejudices must shift their old 
customs into line and minority group members must share 
in this process, a University of California professor told 
the annual meeting of the Denver Urban League. Caution- 
ing minority groups against moving into all-white areas 
simply to prove a point, Dr. Davis McEntire said Negroes 
should move simply to the advantage of their own needs. 
Meanwhile, the Urban League report revealed that Ne- 
groes are being accepted in Denver hotels, hospitals and 
churches, but housing was the most restricted area.

A Catholic Boy Scout troop in Havelock, N. C., dropped 
its charter after learning that a Negro Boy Scout would 
not be welcome at a regional camporee. The Eastern 
Carolina Boy Scouts of America Council told Father Frank 
J. Howard, pastor of Havelock’s Annunciation Parish, that 
it is a segregated organization and that anyone accepting 
its charter had to abide by its bylaws. “If we had known 
that you were set up on a segregated basis we would never 
have sponsored a troop in the first place,” Father Howard 
wrote the Council. 


Rights Study Raps Utah Bias Against Negroes 
Although most of Utah’s 852,000 white residents claim 
to be free from racial prejudice, wholly unjustified dis- 
crimination against the state’s 4,000 Negroes, 4,600 Indians 
and 5,800 Mexican-Americans exists, according to a report 
by the Utah State Advisory Committee to the Civil Rights 
Commission.

Bishop Nichols Denies He Will Form Own Church 

Bishop D. Ward Nichols denied in New 
York rumors that he will leave the AME 
church and form a new religious group. 
Suspended last year by the AME Bishops’ 
Council, pending court settlement of 
fraud charges, Bishop Nichols said he 
had since been reinstated by the Church’s 
Judicial Council and therefore had no 
reason to resign. However, his status is 
Nichols Slated to be settled next year. 
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DEATH OVERTAKES AME’S RANSOM 

Two of the giants of American religion—Bishop Rev- 
erdy Cassius Ransom, 98-year-old patriarch of the AME 
Church, and Dr. Arthur Melvin Townsend Sr., 83-year-old 
National Baptist Convention, USA, Inc., executive—died 
within a span of 48 hours last week. 

For the retired Rev. Mr. Ransom, it was the end of 70 
years of crusading in the African Methodist Episcopal 
Church—25 years as an active bishop. The prelate, who 
once said “I have lived among prostitutes . . . counseled 
with gamblers ... tilted with politicians ... and defied 
racketeers,” was personally credited with accepting 25,000 
converts to African Methodism. 

A Wilberforce (Ohio) University graduate who also read 
law, Bishop Ransom gained fame as a fiery, silver-tongued 
orator, who once preached with a pistol within reach as 
he defied gamblers who bombed his Chicago church. 

Between his forays against evil, Bishop Ransom was one 
of the key men who helped Dr. W. E. B. DuBois organize 
the NAACP. He also helped mould five million Negro Chris- 
tians (including 40,000 ministers) into the Fraternal Coun- 
cil of Negro churches. 

As leaders of the denomination traveled to Wilberforce 
to attend rites, the Rev. Russell S. Brown, general secre- 
tary of the AME church, said, “Christians everywhere 
will forever be indebted to him.” 
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Fla. Baptists Urge Legislature To Drop Racial Bars 

The General Baptist state Convention of Florida, Inc., 
which claims 200,000 members, issued a resolution at its 
Tallahassee meeting urging the Florida legislature to put 
aside “prejudices” and eliminate all biased laws.

The death of Dr. Townsend ended a spectacular career 
as physician, minister and educator. During a stormy, 
40-year-period he served as executive-secretary of the 
Sunday School Publishing Board of the Nationai Baptist 
Convention, USA, Inc. Holder of four earned degrees 
(A.B., M.A., M.D., B.D.), he was a doctor in his native Win- 
chester, Tenn., a pastor in Memphis, a college president 
(Roger Williams U.) and a bank cashier in Nashville. 

As reorganizer of the once-defunct $500,000 National 
Baptist Sanitarium and Bath House in Hot Springs, Ark., 
and builder of the $1'% million Baptist Publishing House 
in Nashville, Dr. Townsend did not escape notoriety. Re- 
ferred to as the “old man” in the denomination, he was 
once accused of attempting to take over the church 
leadership from a succession of National Baptist presi. 
dents through his tight hold 
on the church finances. 

At his office in Chicago, 
Dr. J. H. Jackson, current 
president of the vast four 
million-plus denomination, 
delivered a brief eulogy: 
“His death is a distinct loss 
to the denomination and 
the American people.”

Fla. House Passes Bill To Segregate Sexes In Schools 

A bill, authorizing Florida counties to segregate school 
children by sex, and designed to reduce the chances of 
racial intermarriage when the state’s public schools are 
integrated, was passed by the Florida House in Talla- 
hassee. Gov. LeRoy Collins, who favored the bill, said boys 
and girls apply themselves and learn more rapidly if they 
attend separate schools. 


Va. P-TA Hits Delay In Rehiring Negro Teachers 

A Negro Parent-Teacher Assoc. executive urged the 
South Norfolk (Va.) School Board to give “Negro teach- 
ers some assurance that they do have a job” after telling 
the board “I don’t think good colored citizens want in- 
tegration too much.” Herbert L. Skinner, spokesman for 
the three-man executive committee of the George Wash- 
ington Carver High School P-TA, protested that with- 
holding Negro contracts “is causing us to lose the best of 
our teachers.” Skinner added that Supt. William J. Storey 
was encouraging integration by withholding the contracts. 


Negro Colleges In Miss. Get More Money Than Whites 

Two Negro colleges received more money per student 
from the State of Mississippi than did all six white senior 
colleges, the State Sovereignty Commission reported in 
Jackson. The 1958-59 allocation of state funds included 
$747 per student for Alcorn College and $725 per student 
for Mississippi Vocational as compared with $675 per 
student at the University of Mississippi, which received 
largest allocation among white schools. 
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Phila. Teen Has Won Honors For Her Art 

Philadelphia’s answer to renowned commercial 
artists, Norman Rockwell and E. Simms Campbell 
may one day be a fetching, fresh-faced teen-ager 
named Raymonde Minton, who, at 16, has corralled 
a number of awards for her adeptness at wielding 
a paint brush.

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IN LOVE. BLUE BLOOD’S DAUGHTER 


In staid, straight-laced Boston last week, the unlikely, 
almost unbelievable romance of a handless one-time drum- 
mer and a Back Bay debutante ground at least to a tem- 
porary halt as both were sentenced to prison. For 43-year- 
old David James Booker, the one-year term at Deer Island 
House of Correction for illegal possession of dope was his 
15th visit in 25 years. 

Andrea Bruce, the attractive 21-year-old blonde, whom 
Booker says he married in Newark on March 15 (there is 
no court record) was 30 miles away at the Sherborn Refor- 
matory for Women in Framingham, Mass., doing an indefi- 
nite term for passing bad checks. Though separated, their 
strange love affair which began in the summer of 1957 “at 
a junky party in Boston,” seemed just as torrid as ever. 

Booker has been in and out of prisons ever since he 
finished Wentworth Technical and Trade School in the 
mid-1930’s. Between factory jobs he played drums—society 
dances and ballrooms—then with Blanche Calloway’s or- 
chestra. (“Once I sat in with Chick Webb for a time. That

He got a $17,500 
insurance settlement and still draws $48.50 weekly from 
the principal for subsistence. “It got pretty tough, though,” 
he declared, “keeping a $15 or $20-a-day habit going on 
$48.50 a week. I had to have money from somewhere and 
I did anything I could to get it.” 

Plagued by courts, the police, and his consuming drug 
habit, Booker was bitter. “Then,” he said, “I met Andrea. 
She was the best thing that ever happened to me. She was 
generous and good, and I knew she loved me no matter 
what kind of a fellow I was. She cared enough to have my 
baby (Eve Victoria, 342 months old, at a children’s home 
in Cambridge, Mass.) Andrea’s three months pregnant 
now.”

(In Booker, Andrea found a classic 
underdog—a hardened veteran of Boston prisons and a 
confirmed narcotics addict.) 

Observed her mother: “She got in with a bad crowd in 
New York (while in drama school) and there was no 
controlling her. Both her father and I tried to break up 
her affair with Booker, but she seemed to want him for 
what he was.” Andrea picked up the heroin habit, though 
today she insists she has “kicked her monkey” after tak- 
ing the cure at Brattleboro Retreat, a private sanitarium 
for alcoholics anc. «ddicts in Vermont. 

Actually, she is in prison voluntarily. Early this month 
when Booker was jailed as a parole violator and bail 
jumper, she told a Boston judge, “I want to be in as long 
as David is there so we can come out together. I love him 
and nobody can change that.” The court gave the honey 
blonde an indefinite term. 
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What is ahead for the couple? Said Booker, “I don’t 
want my child born behind bars and I hope Andrea gets 
out soon. Then, maybe we'll go to Cuba. If I can’t find a 
job, I’ll let Andrea work while I take care of the children. 
That’s what she wants anyway.” 

Andrea can count on occasional help from her mother, 
but will get neither aid nor comfort from her dad. “I have 
done everything I can for my daughter,” he told JET in 
a telephone interview, “and there’s no more to say.” 

Declared Booker: “Neither courts nor cops nor years in 
jail will keep us apart. I dig that girl, and she digs me.”

When 23-year-old

But even while the Commission was oiling the wheels 
of its investigation, ex-Dodger great-turned-restaurant- 
executive Jackie Robinson snapped: 

“There’s no question in my mind about the Red Sox 
being prejudiced. But in the case of Pumpsie Green, who 
can say that they’re not right that he needs seasoning?” 

But about his own case with the Red Sox, Jackie could 
talk and did, recalling how he, Sam Jethro (who later 
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became National League “Rookie of the Year’) and 
pitcher Marvin Williams were given a tryout by the Bos- 
ton club in 1945. “I don’t think the Red Sox or any other 
team had three players put on a demonstration the way 
we did,’ Jackie was remembering. “We were belting the 
ball off that left field fence (390 to 420 feet) and over it. 
Jethro was running faster than he ever did and catching 
balls in the outfield he never caught again. We were told 
they never saw anybody do so well in a tryout, and that’s 
the last thing we were told.” 

“Rut,” defended Joe Cronin, the new American League 
president and Red Sox moneass at the time of the tryout, 

“the color line hadn’t mS 

been broken yet, and 
we didn’t own any 
team where we could 
play them. I certainly 
regretted not taking 
Robinson. But there 
is no truth at all that 
the Sox practice dis- 
crimination. We just 
were never able to 
sign a Negro player 
we wanted. And Tom 
Yawkey (Sox owner) 
is a fine man. He has

“We try to keep unpleasant things away from him,” ex- 
plained Sox public relations man John Mulaney. However, 
Vice-President and General Manager Stanley R. (Bucky) 
Harris, in answer to the Jim Crow question, had this to 
say: “The fact that we have 12 Negro players in our farm 
system speaks for itself.” 

Then, expressing himself on the 1945 tryouts, Harris 
said: “I think anyone would have wanted Robinson and 
Jethro if they had known they would develop in the 
major leagues the way they did.” 

But whether the Sox brass was prejudiced, as some 
suggest, it is not true on the Boston diamond if Ted 
Williams is indicative of the players’ feelings. 

Said he: “If they hired a colored player tomorrow it’d 
be great with me. Hell yes!” he added, “there is no ques- 
tion that Boston fans would accept him.” 

And the Boston fans, who have not had a pennant 
winner since 1946, or a world champion since Ted Williams, 
41, was a 12-day-old baby, seem more concerned with the 
quality of the players than the color of their skins. 

In agreement is Jackie Robinson, who said, in a parting 
blast: “The Red Sox have spent so much money all of 
these years trying to buy a pennant by buying broken 
down ball players. And you don’t buy pennants any more.”
